SUCCESS LAKE IS "FUNCTIONAL": 
FISH CAUGHT BUT NOT BY HARP 


Success Lake will never win a 
beauty prize. In describing it 
jectives as beautiful and lovely. 
A chamber of commerce brochure 
concerning the lake would prob- 
able say, “‘A gleaming blue jewel 
set in the beautiful Sierra foot- 
hills,” which is all right for the 
tourist, but doesn’t fool the home 
folks. 

We searched for a word to de- 
scribe Success Lake and finally 
came up with functional. It serves 
its. purpose. The earthfill dam 
will hold back the heavy spring 
thaw in the mountains and store 
the ‘water and the stored water 
will provide recreational oppor- 
tunities that the people of Tulare 
county used to have to travel 
many miles to reach. 

The rolling bare hills around 
the. lake are brown now in the 
summer heat and the lake’s shore 
line is treeless and hot. Looking 
down from the observation point 
the, lake is criss- crossed by the 
wakes of boats and water skiers. 
Here and there on the shore fish 
ermen sit baking in the sun, wish 
ing they had a gun every time a 
skier swings close to shore. 

We asked Jerry Weaver, keep- 
er of the Success Marina, about 
the fishing in the lake. He told 
us that the fishermen were get- 
ting black bass and a few trout. 
The best bass limit he has seen so 
far was a string of five that to- 
taled 12 pounds in weight. But 
for every good sized blackie you 
catch you have to figure on catch- 
ing 20 ‘little ones. Weaver also 
tells of a Bakersfield fisherman 
who took two trout, one and a 
half and two and a half pounds, 
from the head of the lake. 

Monday evening we grabbed our 
small spinning gear, tackle box, 
and Boxer dog and headed for the 
lake to conquer the fish lurking 
there. Our dog Jiggs, a 40 pound 
Boxer, is a city dog and she will 
run right by a rabbit to get toa 
can of dog food.

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Nursery 
By John 


We can no longer blame 
your plant problems on the cool 
weather. However, this presents 
no problem as we can now tell 
you it’s the hot weather. This 
will be followed by the unusu- 
ally hot weather and possibly 
by too much water, too little 
water, or havinga neighbor with 
the evil eye. 

Along this line we would 
like to suggest a few things 
which no one believes but we 
still suggest. One is that most 
lawns in heavy soil only need 
one watering a week, applying 
two inches of water. In light 
soils, two waterings a week 
using about one inch of water 
each time. You con determine 
an inch by placing a coffee can 
under the sprinkler and when it 


is one inch deep in the can, you 


have rained an inch. If it takes 
thirty minutes to apply this 
much, then next time you just 
let it run however many min- 
utes it takes. 

Shrubs and trees should be 
watered deeply in order to get 
their roots down further into 
the soil and once a week is 
certainly plenty. Many things 
could easily go two weeks. 
New plantings require more 
water than established ones 
and should be checked daily 
during really hot spells. 

Lawns withfungus problems 
should be watered early in the 
morning. However, there is no 
direct harm from wateringin the 
middle of the day. Lawns 
should also not be mowed 
closely. It’s usually best to 
set it as high as possible dur- 
ing the summer months. This 
is the truth, so help us.
